Alabama's contest against Austin Peay will be the Tide’s 189th 
nationally televised game since the start of the 2008 season, 
including every contest since the start of 2014. 


Alabama and Austin Peay will meet for the first time in the history 
of the two programs this weekend. Saturday’s matchup will be the 
Crimson Tide’s first against any member teams in the current ASUN 
Conference. The contest between the Tide and Governors will also 
be Alabama's final non-conference pairing during the 2022 regular 
season with UA holding a 3-0 record against teams outside the SEC 
so far. 


FRIENDLY CONFINES OF BRYANT-DENNY STADIUM 


Alabama boasts the best all-time home winning percentage in the FBS with an .840 (289-54-3) mark at Bryant-Denny Stadium since its opening 
in 1929. Boise State’s Albertsons Stadium (281-61), which opened in 1970, is second at .822, while Georgia Southern’s Paulson Stadium (208-47), 
which debuted in 1984, ranks third at .816. Oklahoma's Gaylord Family-Oklahoma Memorial Stadium (1923) is fourth at .815 (417-89-15), with 
Marshall's Joan C. Edwards Stadium (1991) ranking fifth at .807 (176-42). The Crimson Tide is 101-8 (.927) at Bryant-Denny Stadium during Nick 
Saban’s tenure, including a 97-5 (.951) record since the 2008 season. 


SHUTOUTS SINCE 
THE 2007 SEASON 


Since head coach Nick Saban arrived in 
2007, Alabama has recorded 25 shutouts, 
including 12 in Southeastern Conference 
play. With its 55-0 win over Utah State 
on Sept. 3, the Crimson Tide defense 
has 11 more shutouts than its nearest 
competitor over that span. Ranking 
second in shutouts during that time is 
Ohio State with 14. 


WHAT A DUO IN 
BROOKS AND LATU 


The Crimson Tide duo of Ja’Corey Brooks 
and Cameron Latu have each accounted 
for a first down or a score better than 70 
percent of the time on their catches so far 
this season. Brooks, who ranks second in 
receptions on UA with 32, has converted 
17 first downs while scoring a touchdown 
a team-high six times to go with a two- 
point conversion. Brooks’ 24 ‘money’ 
plays account for an impressive 75 
percent of his receptions. Latu’s numbers 
are even better at 79.2 percent of the 
time, as the tight end has recorded 16 first 
downs and three touchdowns across his 
24 total catches. 


PATs FOR SENIOR 
WILL REICHARD 


Senior Will Reichard owns the Crimson 
Tide’s career record for made PATs. 
Entering this weekend’s matchup with 
Austin Peay, Reichard has made 223-of- 
225 career PATs. The senior recorded 
nine PATs against ULM on Sept. 17 to 
move past the former record of 186 (188 
attempts) by Adam Griffith from 2013-16. 


SPENDING THE DAY 
IN THE BACKFIELD 


Linebacker Will Anderson Jr. has made it 
his mission to keep opposing offenses in 
the backfield, whether it be by way of the 
sack or a tackle for loss. For his career, 
Anderson Jr. has accumulated 32.5 sacks 
and 59.0 tackles for loss. He has recorded 
at least one tackle for loss in 28 of his 
38 career games while notching at least 
half a sack in 22 matchups. Of the 28 
games with a TFL, he has posted multiple 
tackles for loss 21 times and has recorded 
multiple sacks in nine contests. 


ALL-PURPOSE 
LEADER IN GIBBS 


Junior Jahmyr Gibbs has been key to 
the Crimson Tide's success this season, 
contributing a team-high 1,308  all- 
purpose yards through 10 games. Gibbs 
is averaging 130.8 yards per game to rank 
third in the SEC and 19th nationally while 
his 1,308 total yards are the 18th-most by 
any single player in the country. 


SABAN’S HOME 
RECORD 


Alabama head coach Nick Saban is 
159-20 (.888) in home games during his 
collegiate head coaching career. He 
owns an advantage at every stop he has 
made as a college head coach, including 
a 101-8 (.927) mark while at UA. Following 
the Crimson Tide’s 30-6 win over then-No. 
24/24 Mississippi State on Oct. 22, Saban 
has won 70 of his last 73 contests at 
Bryant-Denny Stadium.

labama has added several 
impact transfers on offense 
in recent years, from 
quarterback Jake Coker to 
offensive lineman Landon Dickerson 
to wide receiver Jameson Williams. 
This offseason, the Crimson Tide 
added the most Power 5 transfers of 
Nick Saban’s tenure with five joining 
the storied program, but none have 
contributed in as many ways as 
tailback Jahmyr Gibbs. 

The former Georgia Tech standout 
has filled several roles for Alabama 
through three-fourths of the regular 
season after a busy two years in 
Atlanta, where he compiled 2,773 
all-purpose yards and 14 touchdowns 
on 323 plays (8.6 yards per play). He 
has been equally as involved in the 
Crimson Tide’s offense this fall and a 
big piece to the puzzle on that side of 
the football. 

“| think it was the best opportunity 
for me to better myself,” said Gibbs of 
his decision to move on from Georgia 
Tech and transfer to Alabama. “No 
knock on my former teammates. | love 
them. | still talk to them every day. 
That’s a great group of guys. But, | 
made the best decision for me.” 

Through nine games, Gibbs has 
been responsible for 1,300 all-purpose 
yards, which is the seventh-most 
by any single player in the nation. 
He is Alabama’s leading rusher with 
771 yards and six touchdowns on 113 
carries - and ranks second in the SEC 
with 6.82 yards per carry - and also 
leads the Tide with 39 catches, which 
he has turned into 365 yards and three 
scores. 

Listed as a running back, Gibbs 
takes pride in also producing in the 
passing game. 

“! would say my biggest strength is 
probably catching out the backfield,” 
Gibbs said. “That’s what the NEL likes, 
so | try to do my best to model my 
game after Christian McCaffrey, Alvin 
Kamara, Aaron Jones, players like that 
who catch out the backfield.” 

Utilizing his versatility and moving 
him all over the formation was 
something coach Nick Saban and the 
offensive staff envisioned whenever 
Gibbs entered his name in the transfer 
portal. 

“We thought he was a multi- 
talented guy,” Saban said. “When 
you get a guy here, you evaluate him 
in terms of thinking that he’s a really 
good player and you see what he did 
at the last school. But once you get 
him here, you see how he fits well 
for us and how we can sort of use his 
skillset to our advantage. 

“He didn’t do a lot of (catching 
passes), that | saw on film, where he 
was before, but he certainly has been 
good at it for us here because he is 
a very good athlete and he’s a really 
good receiver.” 


Gibbs has not only worn a lot of hats 
for Alabama this season, but he has 
been one of the team’s top players. 
His versatility has been on full display 
but so has his elite speed. A perfect 
example of that was in the win at 
Arkansas when quarterback Bryce 
Young sustained a shoulder injury. In 
the fourth quarter, when the offense 
needed a boost, it was Gibbs that 
came through. 

He totaled 206 rushing yards and 
two touchdowns on 18 attempts (11.4 
ypc) in that matchup in Fayetteville. 
Gibbs broke free for a pair of explosive 
touchdown runs late in the game (72, 
76 yards) to ultimately secure the 
road win for the Crimson Tide. That 


schools that was added to the roster 
this offseason, Gibbs joined offensive 
tackle Tyler Steen (Vanderbilt), wide 
receivers Jermaine Burton (Georgia) 
and Tyler Harrell (Louisville) and 
cornerback Eli Ricks (LSU) in making 
Tuscaloosa his new home. While the 
running back room returned three 
players with past game experience 
in Jase McClellan, Trey Sanders and 
Roydell Williams, he was a welcomed 
addition. 

“He’s a very special running back,” 
Williams said of Gibbs. “He’s very 
fast. Of course, he can catch out of 
the backfield. He’s very elusive. He’s 
just a special guy. You can go use his 
skillset in a lot of different ways to

started a stretch of games where he 
ran for a combined 463 yards and five 
touchdowns against Arkansas, Texas 
A&M and Tennessee in October. 

Gibbs’ ability to set up blocks and 
then use his burst to pick up chunk 
yardage sets him apart. 

“It’s awesome blocking for a guy 
like Jahmyr,” offensive lineman Emil 
Ekiyor Jr. said. “He can make a lot of 
things happen on his own, but when 
we just get a hat on a hat, give hima 
little crease, he can make some things 
happen. That’s pretty much our goal. 
Cover people up in the run game, give 
him as much room as possible to do 
what he does best.” 

Not only has Gibbs helped the 
UA offense in a big way, but his 
playmaking ability has benefitted his 
teammates on defense that have to 
try and stop him on the practice field 
every single day. 

“Jahmyr has been doing great,” 
linebacker Henry To’oTo’o said. “He’s 
so fast, so elusive, gets in and out of 
his cuts so quick. I’ve never guarded 
a back like him before. Being able to 
see that has been so helpful for me, 
learning how | can work on my game. 
Jahmyr has been great.” 

One of five transfers from Power 5

help produce big plays. He’s a great 
guy to be around, and he’s just great 
overall.” 

The feeling is mutual for Gibbs, 
who wasted no time fitting into new 
position and locker rooms. 

“(My Alabama teammates) 
welcomed me with open arms,” Gibbs 
said. “The first two months, it seemed 
like l’'d been there for two years. They 
welcomed me. Me, (Jordan) Battle, 
(DeMarcco Hellams) and _ (Brian 
Branch), we all go to the movies 
together. Me, Trey, Jase and Roydell, 
we hang out every day. With them, it’s 
just been a great experience. Those 
boys are cool, they’re funny. | like 
them a lot. 

“When | first got here, they taught 
me what it’s like being here. They 
talked me through games and stuff. 
Coach (Robert Gillespie) did, too. 
| knew Coach G since high school 
because he recruited me when he was 
North Carolina, so we kind of already 
had a little relationship. It wasn’t like 
| was meeting a stranger - | already 
knew him. But the running back room, 
they made me feel welcomed and I’ve 
grown a lot with them throughout this 
season.”
